A cyclical vision of ancient gods and demons; a kinestatic journey through realms of 
air, earth, water, and fire -— the image world of the Tibetan Book of the Dead, The 
film was made by photographing Tibetan scroll paintings called ‘tankas.’

Jiri Trnka (1912-1969), former painter, book illustrator, graphic artist and puppeteer, 
took up film production in 1945 and in the ensuing years revitalized animation 
throughout the world with his cartoons, paper cutouts, and most especially his puppet 
films, He said of his experiences: “The desire came to me to invade the screen, where 
everything is possible, with three-dimensional figures that would not play their parts 
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in the frame like animated drawings, but in space. And since my beginnings as a film 
maker I have pursued this aims the lyrical film. Puppet films are truly unlimited 

in their possibilities: they can express themselves with the greatest force precisely 
when the realistic expression of the cinematographic image often faces insurmountable 
obstacles, The greatest successes of the puppet film have been, on the one hand, 
satires, on the other, poignantly lyrical subjects and also where the theme has to 

be expressed through piercing pathos.” Song of the Prairie especially was an influence 
on the fledgling Zagreb animation studios,
